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REPORT  OF  TREASURER  AND  BUSINESS  AGENT. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  Northwestern  Universh'y  : 

I  herewith  hand  you  a  fragmentary  report  for  your  informa- 
tion as  to  the  financial  status  of  the  Institution  at  this  date,  show- 
ing the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  departments  of  the 
University.  It  is  necessarily  incomplete  because  our  fiscal  year 
closes  September  ist,  at  which  time  a  fall  and  accurate  report  of 
the  year  is  to  be  made  by  your  order.  Salaries  have  been 
charged,  in  this  report,  to  September  ist  so  that  the  full  expense 
of  instruction  of  our  various  schools  is  included.  Some  items  of 
rent  and  other  income  to  be  collected  during  the  summer  will 
swell  the  volume  of  receipts  ;  other  items  of  expense,  composed 
of  unsettled  accounts,  annual  repairs,  assessments  and  extraordi- 
nary expenses,  remain  to  be  met  — probably  considerably  in 
excess  of  receipts. 

I  have  omitted  statements  of  assets  in  property  and  endow- 
ment fund  with  which  I  presume  you  are  familiar  ;  also  state- 
ment of  indebtedness  being  carried  by  the  Institution  on  account 
of  the  acquisition  of  the  departments  in  Chicago,  for  buildings  in 
excess  of  donations  therefor  and  deficits  of  previous  years,  and 
the  bonded  debt  on  the  Pacific  Hotel  property.  I  shall  be  glad 
to  furnish  this  on  application  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Very  few  leases  have  been  made  during  the  present  year, 
and  upon  this  subject  a  communication  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee will  be  received  with  reference  to  a  change  of  policy  on 
the  subject  of  revaluation  leases  on  which  subject  I  would  be 
glad  to  submit  my  views  if  it  is  desired.
